A Storm in a Cassie 


Commenting on a letter’ in the Irish 
Times, a correspondent asks: ‘‘Is it con- 
sistent while admitting that the ‘ Silver 
Tassie’ is not a satisfactory play, to seek 
to justify. its performance ‘ because it lays 
bare the most dreadful aspect of warfare— 
that Christians kill one another in the 
sight of the Son of Man?’ '' 

Apart altogether from the opinions of 

Mr. O’Casey’s critics; it is unreasonable 
to state that they have failed to “ grasp 
the appalling fact that the mutual 
slaughter of the nations took place under 
the shadow of the Crucifix, and that the 
murmur of the Mass accompanied the 
murmur of the guns.” The arbitrament 
of war is older than Christianity, and in 
times immemorial it was the custom for 
men to outrage each other’s gods and 
sacred rites by holocausts of slaughter and 
destruction. Seldom did they profane their 
own particular deities, because, in the 
accepted order of things, each set of com- 
batants invoked a special god of war. 
Theists know that practice to have been 
all wrong; but it was very convenient. for 
the warriors of old—they had no doubts 
as to which sides their gods—their leaders 
‘in warfare—were on, so they smote their 
enemies without any divine let. In the 
Christian era, too, that old custom often 
has recurred, as in the Holy Wars and at

On War 


The critics know that Christians opposed 
in war are actors in the world’s greatest 


tragedy. They know, too, that the Mass 
and the Benediction more often are 
silenced in the thunder of guns ‘than 


accompanied by their murmur’; and 
that, while invoking the Deity for victory 
and salvation, the gunners at times train 
their pieces to bear upon their fellow 
Christians’ places of worship. Who does 
not know about Rheims Cathedral and 
the falling statue at Albert? Many 
thousands of men—aye, and women—have 
suffered this, “the most dreadful aspect 
of war.” than which nothing has been 
more widely spoken of and written about 
in this century. 

During the Great War a certain private 
soldier was considered to be profane be- 
cause he voiced the opinion that, with so 
many belligerents supplicating Him, the 
Lord might not know what to do! Zit 
the thought, so crudely expressed, is an 
old one. I have by me the private diary 
of the Crown Prince of Germany (after- 
wards Emperor Frederick III.) covering 
the period of the Franco-German War. 
On the 25th of December, 1870, the Prince, 
flushed with bloody victories, was in- 
vesting Paris. The bombardment was 
about to begin. Yet on that Christmas 
Day he wrote this (the translation is by 
Henry W. Lucy): “God with us! After 
all, it really is an irony on the message 
of salvation when each side prays to God 
for its cause as the righteous one. and-at 
every success tries to prove that its 
ama has been left in the lurch by

From the end of the war to 
his death Barbusse’s activities were 
mainly directed to work for the Communist 
Party and Soviet Russia and pacifist 
ropaganda among ex-soldiers in all the 
bel igerent countries ‘in’ an international 
campaign ‘‘ to make war on war.”

STEADY INCREASE SINCE 
1930. 


Seventy-two trade’ unions were registered 
in the Irish Free State at the end of 1934, 
an increase of ten over the number existing 
in 1933, states the Report of the Registrar 
of Friendly Societies, which has just been 
published. Since 1930 the number of unions 
has been steadily increasing, for there were 
49 in that year, 51 in 1931, 55 in 1932; and 
62 in 1953. 

The building, decorating, contracting. and 
constructional trades appear to have the 
largest number of unions, No fewer than 
fifteen such’ unions submitted reports during 
1933; this was five more than in the previous 
year, and, altogether, 18 unions were régis-

I am afraid 
I did so myself when I was introducing 
the competitors at the Grand Prix de 
l’Europe a few weeks ago.

Beeause we know so few of the com- 
petitors it is not easy to become as en- 
thusiastic about the Manx Grand Prix as 
one does about the T.T. or one of our 
Irish races, Still, they are thoroughly 
sporting contests. The riding is often 
greatly below Irish road race standards ; 
but,.on the other hand, clever riders gain 
prominence and chances which would 
never. be theirs were it not for the 
‘* Amateur.”’

FOUND DROWNED AT 
CLONTARF 


AN UNKNOWN WOMAN 
An unknown woman bather was 
drowned at: Clontarf on Saturday after- 
noon. Her body was picked up nearly a 
mile from where she is believed to have 
entered the water. 

Between five and 6 o’clock Mr. John 
Murray, of Vernon avenue, saw the body 
of a woman, dressed in a bathing costume, 
floating in the sea near the Clontarf Yacht 
and Boat Club. He obtained a boat and 
took the body to the Corporation jetty 
near by, while the police were called.

Sinking Sands 
The Assembly of the League of Nations 


will meet at Geneva to-day in circum- 


stances of the utmost gravity. Although 
it need not necessarily deal with the Italo- 
Ethiopian dispute, there is not the least 
doubt that this issue will virtually 
monopolise the attention of the delegates. 
In some respects the Assembly of the 
League is more important than the 
Council. 
presentative of world opinion, represent- 
ing, as it does represent, the great majority 
of the smaller nations; and, for another, 
it generally has a more open mind than 
the Council, which is apt to be over- 
shadowed by the views of the big Powers, 
If, and when, the Assembly comes to con- 
sider the problem of Italy's attitude 
towards the Abyssinians, therefore, its 
verdict will carry much weight, and we 
are highly interested to learn that Mr. 
Eamonn de Valera, President of the Free 
State Executive Council, is one of two 
candidates for the Chairmanship. The 
other is M. Edouard Benes, the famous 
Foreign Secretary of Czechoslovakia. 
Although there is no doubt that the Czech 
statesman is infinitely more experienced, 
and probably more highly skilled than Mr. 
de Valera, we are inclined to think that on 
this occasion the Irishman would make the 
better choice as Chairman of the Assembly. 
In the nature of things, M. Benes has his 
ear very close to the ground in Central 
Europe. His own country is likely to be 
affected very seriously by any changes in 
Italian policy, and, consequently, although 
nobody can question his fairness of mind, 
he hardly could be expected to treat the 
present crisis in a purély objective way. 
Mr. de Valera, on the other hand, is 
entirely disinterested. Happily, this 
country is outside the whole dispute 
between Italy and Abyssinia, and the 
President of the Executive Council, who 
already made an excellent impression in 
Geneva, when he delivered his remarkable 
Presidential speech at the time of the 
Japanese-Manchurian imbroglio, would 
make almost an ideal chairman for the 
Assembly at the present crisis in the 
League's affairs. 

We do not believe that, whatever 
happens, there will be anything in the 
nature of a European war, despite the 
rumours about Malta, the Suez Canal, and 
all the rest of it. Signor Mussolini knows 
perfectly well that Italy could not hope to 
win a struggle against the armed forces of 
the League Powers, whether or not France 
should participate, and he is far too astute 
a politician to carry out his threat of war- 
like action if the League should decide to 
put economic “sanctions ’’ into force. 
When this sorry business started Signor 
Mussolini probably was under the im- 
pression—an impression which is shared 
by most other dictators—that the whole 
world would tremble at his nod; and for 
a time he seemed to be right. The strong 
stand that has been taken by the British 
Government, however, has upset all his 
plans. With the exception of a few scare- 
mongering newspapers, public opinion in 
Great Britain is solidly behind the | 
Government, not because it has any desire 
for trouble with Italy, but because British 
opinion is governed largely by instinct, 
and it sees fairly clearly now that 
Signor Mussolini's attitude towards the 
Abyssinians involves a threat not only to 


Continent, but ultimately to the whole 
basis of civilised society throughout the 
world. Even. the Trade Union Congress, 
which hardly - ean be accused of 
listie”” ambitions, is suppórting 
Mr. Eden and his colleagues in the present 
crisis; and the whole British people is 
unanimous in its condemnation of Signor 
Mussolini's cynical methods. France for 
obvious reasons finds herself in a cleft 
stick ; but there can be very little doubt 
that the British view is shared to a greater 
or less degree by almost every other 
country in the world, Even if the League 
of Nations does nothing at all to prevent 
the invasion and military conquest of 
Abyssinia by one of the most powerfully 
armed nations on the earth, civilised 
opinion in five Continents will be mobilised 
against Italy. Surely contemplation of 
this fact must give even Signor Mussolini

Art and Penmanship 


Everybody who has dealings with the 
lads now leaving our schools notes two 
glaring defects in their preparation for 
life. They cannot write grammatically. 
They cannot write legibly. Over-crowded 
school programmes leave too scant time for 
the efficient teaching of subjects that need 
persistent, patient drilling. The head-line 
copybook is a thing of the past. Vere 
Foster laboured in vain, so far as the 
penmanship of the present day is con- 
cerned. Year by year handwriting grows 
more slovenly, and we are coming to the 
stage when young people who cannot work 
a typewriter, and have no access to a 
telephone, may give up all attempt to 
communicate with persons at a distance. 
This condition of affairs is not peculiar to 
Ireland. It is lamented in England that 
the rising generation knows nothing of pot- 
hooks, and can express itself on paper 
only by a scraw]. The Council for Art and 
Industry, a body which has reported to 
the London Passenger Transport Board, 
calls for the better study of art in schools, 
and says that art study ought to improve 
the penmanship of the nation. Let mathe- 
matics, or modern languages or science, 
be waived so far as their higher cultivation 
goes, in order that one-fifth of school time 
may be given to drawing, painting and 
wood and metal work—such is the bold 
demand. The Council spares no plain- 
ness :— 

A curriculum which, like those at 
present in force in our public and 
secondary schools (and in the universities) 
is devoted mainly to languages, literature, 
history, philosophy, mathematics and 
science, to the virtual exclusion of art, 
is, in our view, lop-sided, and calculated 
to develop lop-sided minds, whose 
artistic powers remain dormant. 

It is claimed that ‘‘ Art should influence 
the teaching of handwriting and the illus- 
tration of lessons in history, geography, 
literature, nature study and domestic 
science,’’ and that ‘‘ wood and metal work 
provides a means of learning to appreciate 
Walter Runciman, 
President of the Board of Trade, com- 
mends what is said. If this is representa- 
tive of English opinion, what.should be 
said of the neglect of art in Irish educa- 
tion? Teaching in all branches: of school 
work is more abstract, more bookish, in 
Ireland than in England—chiefly, we 


think, for lack of a versatile training for 


our teachers. The hurt is manifest. 
Slovenliness of appearance is the rule, not 
the exception, in Irish building, ornament, 
craft. We have seen a score of industrial 
enterprises set up behind the Free 
State’s tariff walls, and how often have 
the manufacturers, anxious to make up 
their wares in a form as attractive as the 
excluded goods—how often have they been 
constrained to send out. of Ireland for 
designs? The local designers are too few 
te cope with the demand for their services, 
We have clever young men who can design» 
ia container or a label, a trademark or a 
fabric, as beautifully as any rival in other 
lands ; but not enough of these young men 
to cope with what the country needs. 
Shop-fronts are horrid to the eye, for. 
lack of artistic advisers, or, perhaps, 
for lack of taste in the workmen. While 
art is considered by few for a career, and 


enthusiasm, there is little wonder that the 
material of Irish civilisation is backward. 
There is little wonder, too, that town- 
planning is neglected, new slums are 
allowed to grow up for lack of civic pride, 
and ill-health festers where there should 
be beauty. A nation cannot despise art, 
the -imponderable thing, and yet thrive. 
A slip-shod exercise book, passed by a 
careless teacher, is the microbe ; national 
ugliness is the disease.

The British Association finds room on 
its agenda for a bewildering variety of 
subjects, and last Friday, for example, it 
ranged from television to the love-songs of 
insects and the prevention of disease in 
ericket-bats. One of*its most interesting 
topics on that day, however, concerned the 
age at which a person begins to ‘‘ grow 


jold.”” We are—all of us—haunted by that 


question, and it seems that we still must 
be haunted by it; for the British Associa- 
tion can give remarkably little help. The 
question can be answered only by the 
individual, which is another way of saying 
that “a man is as old as he feels.” 
Wrinkles and white hair are no test; for 
the time of their first appearance varies, 
and the years themselves give only a rough 
guide. Moreover, the standards differ. 
The man of forty-five may hold with 
perfect truth that he is in the prime of 
life, and would feel himself insulted if 
anybody described him as an old man, but 
the Rugby player knows at thirty that he 
is already a “' veteran,” and that his best 
years are behind him. If, indeed, we take 
the coming of “ old age ” to date from the 


decline, we must draw some remarkable 
conclusions. According to an analysis 
quoted at the British Association meeting, 


cricket is thirty, rowing men. reach their 
prime at twenty-six, and boxers at twenty- 
one. After those ages they are less likely 
to set up records, and if we apply a strict 
standard, it seems that we must recognise 
them as “old men.” Yet such a standard 
would be ridiculous. We cannot say that 
a man of thirty is old because he is too 
old to win boxing championships, and, 
indeed, we are brought up against the 
same difficulty with almost every standard 
that we choose to apply. ‘‘ Old age ” 
cannot be fixed at any definite point, and, 
perhaps, for our own peace of mind, it is 
just ag well.

\/ ALUABLE tariff reductions by 
Canada to the United States and 
similar concessions from the 


in ‘correspondence between the Canadian 
Minister in Washington and the Unised 
States Government which is now pub- 
lished. 

The correspondence deals with the 
proposals which Have been advanced by 
Canada for a reciprocal trade agreement 
between the two countries. 

It is pointed out that the Ottawa agree- 
ments, which have been of immense 
importance in imereasing trade between 
the nations of the British Commonwealth, 
did not preclude the signatories offering 
extensive and valuable. tariff concessions 
to other countries and the Government of 
Canada is free to enter into an agreement 
with the United States covering a large 
range of products, 

Canada’s suggestions include the exten- 
sion of intermediate tariffs to the United 
States involving a reduction in the present 
rates on over seven hundred items, with 
further reductions which are included in 
the trade treaties with foreign countries. 

In return it is suggested that the United 
States should reduce by fifty per cent. the 
existing United States rates on a specified 
number of natural products, including 
timber, fish, potatoes, milk, cream, live 
cattle, a number of agricultural products 
and several minerals. 

The negotiations connected with the 
suggested agreement are still proceeding. 

Canada’s export to the United States 
for the year 1935-34 amounted to approxi- 
mately £40,000,000, and her imports from 
the States for the same period were valued 
at approximately £47 500,000.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—The Trades Union Congress, 
which has just ended, was true to 
the progressive purpose of English 
trade unionism, and maintained the 
line of its historic development. Once 
again the Congress has shown itself 
to be mainly an assembly of practical 
men, with well-defined industrial aims. 
Their political faith may be a milder, or 
stronger, form of Socialism, but it is 
always better fitted to a pragmatic, rather 
than a dogmatic, test. They foster ideals 
of a transformed society, but are guided 
in immediate action by a shrewd sense of 
the attainable, and prefer the steady 
accumulation of relatively small gains to 
the distant hope of sudden perfection 
which neglects present ameliorations. A 
retrospective glance assures them of the 
substantial progress brought about by 
social, industrial, andj. administrative 
reforms within a generation, All the great 
social services, except Poor Law relief and 
education, are products of this century, 
and the eight-hour day came after the 
Great War. The financial position of the 
unemployed man to-day is more secure, 
and represents a higher standard of living 
than that of the labourer in regular 
employment a quarter of a century ago. 

Such a comparison does not make the 
lot of the unemployed any easier. Their 
position in relation to the employed is 
hard, but it supplies evidence of progtess 
that has not stayed in its course. The 
methods of reform have produced solid 
returns in better conditions of life, and 
trade union leaders who approach the 
problems of industry and society by wav 
of experience, and not of abstract theory, 
are not inclined to cast safety to the 
winds, and to risk everything on 4 
gambler’s throw. If one ear is turned to 
the theorist who charmingly plans and re- 
plans the Socialist State, the other hears 
with more insistence the request oi the 
workman and the voter for something less 
remote and more tangible which will 


make the life of to-day a little better

OBJECTION TO USE 
OF ARMED FORCE

tion, Mr. George Lansbury, leader of 
the British Parliamentary Labour Party, 


| yesterday suggested that his objection to 


the use of armed force, whether by the 
League of Nations ‘or by individual 
nations, being stronger than ever, his 
colleagues and himself might feel that 
they should have someone as leader who 
would speak for them with conviction on 
this subject. Mr. Lansbury is seventy-six 
years of age. He was elected leader of the 
Labour Party in succession to Mr, Arthur 
mp ty after the general election of 
1931. 

On being asked if he.had changed his 
views as to.the use of force in the settle- 
ment of international disputes, Mr. 
Lansbury said: ‘* During the whole period 
I have been serving as leader of the Labour 
Party I have made it quite clear that 
under no circumstances could I support 
the use of armed force, either by the 
League of Nations or by individual 


nations. However anomalous the position 
may appea: to be, it has been accepted 
by the Parliamentary Party and by the 


‘National Execstive of the Labour Party. 
In the House and Commons and outside, 
when making statements on international 
questions on behalf of the party, I have 
made it quite clear that when speaking 
for the party I was stating their policy, 
but that on this most important issue I 
did not agree with the use of force in 
international affairs. 

“ At the Trade Union tapa I was 
fraternal delegate from the Labour Party. 
I found the position very difficult, indeed, 
after the debate on the Italo-Abyssinian 
question, but I hoped that people would 
understand that I was speaking as the re- 
presentative of the party, and that on 
that occasion could not make the sare 
kind of reservation as had been my custom 
up to that moment. I did not feel that 
it would be loyal to those I was repre- 
senting if I interpolated my own view, 
but my own view remains, if anything, 
stronger than ever. 

‘* Tt may very well be that, now things 
have reached their present stage, my 
colleagues and myself may feel that it is 
imperative that they should have some one 
as leader who will speak for them with 
conviction on this subject. All through 
the four years that I have held this posi- 
tion I have on every occasion let my 
colleagues understand that I should quite 
loyally and cheerfully make way for some- 
one who would be able to voice their views 
on this matter better than it is possible 
for me to do. i 
the future, I shall remain a loyal and 
devoted member of the Labour Party, 
because I believe that although on this 
question I do not see as they do, they are, 
nevertheless, the one great force in the 
world for the maintenance of democratic 
principles, and of that new social order, 
which I believe, if carried into effect, would 
relieve the world once and for all of any 
fear or danger of war.” 

Sir Stafford Cripps, when told of Mr, 
Lansbury’s remarks, was “ not in the least 
surprised.’’ Mr. Lansbury, he said, has 
always expressed that attitude in regard to 
the use of force; but everybody has been 
perfectly determined that they want him 
to stay where he is. The party is 
absolutely united on that. : 


PILGRIMAGE TO 
LOURDES 


THIRTEEN HUNDRED 


LEAVE DUBLIN 
——é€— 


Led by the Most, Rev. Dr. Mageean, Bisho 
of Down and Connor, approximately 1; 
pilgrims left Dublin last Saturday evening 
for Le Verdon, on the second Irish Franciscan 
Pilgrimage to Lourdes. They left Alexandra 
sin, North Wall, on the Cunard-White 
Star liner Laurentic, and included 64 invalids, 
of whom 20 were on stretchers, 

During the day the pilgrims came into the 
Metropolis from all parts of Ireland, Limerick 
and Cork supplying especially strong con- 
tingents, and reached the North Wall in taxi- 
cabs and by a special service of *buses, which 
had been provided, from Eden quay. The 
pilgrimage was organised by the Rev. F. 
Fehily, O.F.M., Limerick, and embarkation 
was carried out with expediton and smooth- 
ness under the direction of Mr. V. O’Hare, 
manager of the Dublin office of the Cunard- 
White Star Line. 

Ths helpers, who did inestimable work in 
connection with the comfort of the pilgrims, 
included those provided by the Irish Society 
of Our Lady of Lourdes, one l.undred Bran- 
cardiers handmaids, under the direction of 
Miss Barry, Cork, and Miss Thompson, 
Dublin; Boy Scouts, and members of the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade. The members 
of the crew also were very solicitous for the 
welfare of the pilgrims. 

' On the steamer are hospitals, in charge of 
Dr. T P. Magnier, Fermoy: and three Bon 
Secours nuns, three St. John of God nuns, 
and a-number of, lay nurses are assisting in 
attending to the invalids.

THREE CARS CRASH ON 
BRADSHAW’S BRAE 


‘here were no “ baby ” cars in the race, 
the smallest class consisting of Fiats, Singers 
and Adiers, all of approximately one htre m 
engme capacity. Being the most lemently 
handicapped, it was inevitable that this class 
would provide the leader for the first part oí 
the race. 

. H. firench Davis, of Dublin, in a Fiat, 
led at the end of the first lap. Close behind 

a group of four Singers, then Austin 
Dobson in another fiat, and C. H. 
Manders, the leader of the Adlers. Staniey 
Woods, who also was driving an Adler, had 
been slow to get away when the startang flag 
fell, losing about five seconds. 

Driving with great skill, fírench Davis re- 
tained his lead, while Norman Black and 
S Cc. H. Davis, in Singers, clung close be- 
hind, the three cars being almost abreast at 
parts of the circuit. The Dublin man, who 
commenced: his racing career only last year, 
was making a. great struggle against two ef 
the most. experienced drivers in the_race. 


DIXON’S PROGRESS 


F. W. Dixon (Riley) was, however, improv- 


ing considerably on. his handicap. The 
“leader board,” at 11.30 a.m., showed_ him 
in first place, with Cyril Paul (Riley) second, 
Brian Lewis (Bugatti) third, Earl Howe 
(Bugatti) fourth, A. W..K, von der Becke 
(Riley) fifth, and E. R. Hall (Bentley) saxth.

FIRST RETIREMENT 


Another Aston Martin stopped at the pits. 
and forty-five minutes after the race had 
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started the first retirement was announced— 


that of T G. Clarke (Aston Martin). 

At the end of the tenth lap ffrench Davis, 
S. C. H. Davjs and Norman Black came past 
the grand stand in a line across the road. 
This ““serap ” was the best feature of the 
race, but probably the majority of the spec- 
tators wer? paying more attention to the 
meteoric progress of Mr. Dixon, who was re- 
ported to be very fast on Bradshaw s Brae 
and other awkward pieces of the course. 

With the exception of Dixon, al] the drivers 
shown on the ‘‘leader board ” at noon (the 
race started at 11 a.m.) were in big cars. 
Howe was only two seconds in front of Lewis, 
the Lagondas being a few more seconds be 
hind, and Hall fifth in this class. 7 

P. G. Fairfield took over the Aston Martin 
of “ B. Bira,” the Siamese prince; who had 
been delayed considerably with an oil leak, 
but at the end of the next lap the car re- 
tired.

THREE CRASHES 


The Singers broke up in an extraordinary 
way. First Langley went over a ditch at 
Bradshaw’s Brae. The car overturned, but 
the driver was not hurt. *Then Black 
crashed about 200 yards away, he, too, being 
unburt. A steering arm broke and the car 
turned a somersault when it struck the bank. 
Later Davis, who had in the meantime lost 
his leadership to Dixon, crashed at the same 
place as Black, his car falling on top of the 
other Singer. He was shaken, but not 
injured. 

Le Fanu collided with a barrier at Dun- 
donald, and some laps later he retired owing 
te an obstruction in his petrol pipe. The 
brothers Dodson, in Fiats, were now the only 
drivers Jeft in the onoe-litre class, 

_ Fifteen of the thirty-five starters bad re- 
tired by ó p.m., and Aston Martins were now 
certain winners of the team prize if they 
finished. Dixon was leading on the course 
and on handicap, while Hindmarsh and Hall 
were doing well, there being a slight possi- 
bility that they would catch Dixon. The 
official announcer tried to work up interest 
in this chase, but few people had any doubts 
as to Dixon’s eventual victory, | 


SCARF’S ADVENTURE 


There was an unustal ineldent when a 
scarf blew out of C. E. C. Martin’s Aston 
Martin and wound round the mudguard of 
A. Powys-Lybbe’s Alvis, where it remained 
until the Alvis stopped at the pits, to retire 
with piston trouble. Earlier Powys-Lybbe 
had stopped several times to change plugs. 

Another strange occurrence was when 
Dodson started with a long wheel-changing 
jack still attached to his back axle, but it 
fell off before he had gone many yards. 
Dodson also had the misfortune to get petrol 
splashed in his eyes when refuelling, but he 
soon felt all right again, 

With twelve Japs to go Hindmarsh had a 
chance of winning if he could gain half-a- 
minute a lap on Dixon. It was soon apparent 
that he could do nothing of the sort. He 
stopped at his pit and changed all four wheels, 
Hall now becoming Dixon’s most. serious 
ursuer, The Riley driver broke his class 
ap record in successive laps: obviously he 
was not going to allow himself to be canght.

‘It was the genius of Collins that saved 
the Irish Volunteers from the fate of the 
previous movements which tried to unloose 
the grip of England by force and were 
beaten and disrupted by spies and informers. 
Under the guidance of Collins it was not the 
Irish, but the British, forces that were dis- 
mayed and demoralised by a superior 
intelligence. system against them. When the 
time came for peace Collins proved himself 
as mighty and as triumphant in negotiation 
as in battle.’ | 

Commandant Cronin, continuing, said that 
Kevin .O’Higgins came after. 
Collins. | His . resolution and  far-seeing 
strength preserved for the people the
